8. Structures.—In every factory, all buildings, walls, chimneys, masts, 
bridges, tunnels, roads, galleries, floors, platforms, stagings, and all structures 
in common use, whether of a permanent or temporary character, shall be so 
designed, constructed and maintained as to involve no danger to human 
life or safety : 

Provided that the Inspector shall not accept any such structure if it is 
designed or constructed so as to contravene the provisions of any other Act. 


9. Prime Movers and Machinery.—In every factory, prime movers or other 
machinery, steam boilers or other vessels subject to pressure, and all 
tanks and mains, together with the fittings of each of the aforesaid, shall be 
free from dangerous structural defects, They shall also be maintained 
sufficiently free from deterioration, and Shall be operated (or attended) by 
persons of sufficient experience or skill, to satisfy the Inspector that there is 
no danger to human life or safety from them; Aoi hes 


Provided that the Inspector shall not accept any plant or machinery 
mentioned which is constructed, attended to or emt: so as to contravene 
the provisions of any other Act. Re SER 
10. | Railways and Transport.—In every factory, where, within the 
Precinets, there are railways, or other electrical or mechanical,meang of 















t, such railways or means of transport shull be designed, maintained 
in sucha manner as to satisfy the Inspector that there is no 
to human life and safety from them : 
ate Provided that the Inspector shall not accept any such railways or means 
of transport if they are so designed, maintained and operated as to 
contravene the provisions of any other Act. 


1], Smoking and Use of Naked Lights.—No person shall smoke or use a 
naked light, or shall cause or permit such light to be used in the immediate 
vicinity of inflammable material in any factory; and the manager of every 
factory shall cause to be exhibited a notice in English and the vernacular 
prohibiting smoking or the use of naked lights, or both, in all places where 
they would be dangerous, or where the Inspector may require, und shall 
take all other reasonable precautions to ensure the observance of this rule. 


12. Prevention of Fire.—In any factory where the process of manufacture 
necessitates the use of inflammable material, efficient means of subduing out- 
breaks of fire shall be installed, maintained and kept ready for immediate 
use. 


13, Lighting —Efficient measures to the satisfaction of the Inspector shall 
be taken for securing aud maintaining sufficient and suitable lighting in 
every part of a factory in which persons are working or passing. 






14, Fencing (General).—In every factory, all moving parts of machinery 
shall be securely fenced, unless they are so situated that they are in the 
opinion of the Inspector incapable of causing injury to workers. Fencing 
shall be so designed that it is impossible for any person to pass between 
the fencing and a moving part, and also to give protection to a person oiling, 
cleaning, or otherwise attending to the machinery, and to all persons who 
may be in the neighbourhood of a moving part while it is in motion. 


15. Suitable striking gear or other efficient mechanical appliances 
shall be provided and used to move driving straps on fast and loose pulleys 
which form part of the transmission machinery, and any such gear or 
appliances shall be so constructed as to prevent accidental restarting of the 
machinery: 


Provided that where the Chief Inspector of Factories is satisfied that 
such striking gear or appliances are not necessary or are impracticable for * 
any class of machines, he may by order in writing exempt such class of 
machines from this requirement. 


16, Fencing (Electrical).—In every factory, all electrical cireuits or parts 
of such, or any objects electrically connected with them, whether commonly 
or occasionally in an electrified condition, which by reason of their position 
could cause injury to the person, shall be protected adequately to the 
satisfaction of the Inspector either by fencing or insulation, or by both, 
in such a manneryas to remove danger of injury : 


Provided that where automatic mechanism is installed for the purpose 
of immediately removing the electrification on the occurrence of a fault, 
such mechanism shall be taken into account by the Inspector when consider- 
ing the adequacy or otherwise of the protection furnished : 

Provided also that in no case shall the Inspector accept as adequate any 
conditions or combination of conditions which are subject to objection under 
any other Act. 


17. Fencing (Hoists)——Every hoist und teagle, and every place where 
commonly material of sufficient weight is raised or lowered, shall, where 
practicable, be so fenced as to prevent personal injury in its descent. 


18. Fencing (Pits).—Every opening, in the ground or in a floor, which 
by reason of its depth, situation, construction or contents, could cause 
personal injury, shall be so fenced as to prevent such injury. : 


_ 19, Unsuitable Fencing—When any plant, machinery, apparatus, or 
‘fittings in a factory are not sateyeuehid feos. danger to human life, as 
prescribed in rules 14, 15, 16, 17 and 18, such plant, machinery, apparatus 
or fittings shall be deemed not to be securely fenced within the meaning of 
section 18 (1), i . HS

21. The following rules for the protection from danger of persons

22. Failure to comply with Fencing Orders.—I{ the manager of a factory 
has not complied with an order to fence or otherwise protect any machinery 
after having been requested to do soin writing by an Inspector, the latter 
may, on a subsequent visit, serve on the manager an order in writing 
prohibiting the use of the machinery in question, until the orders have been 
carried out and passed by the Inspector as satisfactory. 

28 If the Chief Inspector of Factories has reason to believe that there 
is a defect or deficiency in the machinery, plant or structure of a factory 
which in his opinion may endanger human life or safety, the occupier or

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(a) Prevention of Poisoning.—lvery person under the age of 18 
years and every woman. pa ti in ay ser arneg involving the use of lead 
compounds shall be in possession of a Scheduled Worker's Medical Certifi- 

e granted under section 7 or section 8 of the Act, certifying that he or she 
is fit for employment, and such person*or woman whilst at work shall carry 
the certificate itself or a token giving reference to such certificate. 


(6) Every person under the age of 18 years, and every woman employed 
in any operation involving the use of lead compounds, shall be medicall 
examined at periods not exceeding three months and the record of suck 
Fes a i shall be kept in Form L shown in the Schedule annexed to 
these rules, 


» 28. (1) Kumidification.—In every factory or part of a factory wherein the 
atmosphere is artificially humidified, whether intentionally or uninten- 
tionally, the humidification shall not be allowed to reach such a degree that 
it is injurious to the health ofthe persons employed. 

(2) No steam shall be used for the purpose of producing artificial 
humidification in any department ofa cotton mill the dry bulb temperature 
of which exceeds 85 degrees Fahrenheit. 

(3) The pipes used for the introduction of steam into the atmosphere in 
any department of a cotton mill shall, so far.as they are within the depart- 
ment, be as small, both in diameter and length, as is reasonably practicable 
and shall be effectively covered with non-conducting material to the 
satisfaction of the Inspector, so as to minimise the amount of heat thrown off 
by them into the department. 

(4) In all departments of cotton mills where artificial humidification 
is used and in other departments where the Inspector so requiries, 
hygrometers shall be provided in positions approved by the Inspector. 
Such hygrometers shall be of a pattern approved by the Inspector and shall 
be maintained in such manner as he shall direct. 


29. (1) Drinking Water.—In every factory a supply of water fit for 
drinking, and consisting of at least as many gallons as there are persons 
employed in the factory, shall be provided daily free of cost. 

(2) Such supply shall be derived either from a public or private supply 
of efficiently filtered drinking water, or from one or more wells or specially 
reserved tanks so situated as be not polluted or contaminated by organic 
matter or other impurities. 

(3) Proper arrangements approved by the Inspector shall be made for 
maintaining in a drained and cleanly condition the area round the place 
where the drinking water is distributed, 

(4) When the drinking water is obtained from an intermittent public 
water-supply, each factory shall be provided with a storage of water of not 
less than one gallon per head of persons employed. 

(5) The Inspector may, at any time, in order to satisfy himself that the 
water supplied is fit for drinking, take samples for analysis, and the cost of 
analysis shall be borne by the occupier of the factory. 


‘3 (1) Limewashing.—In every factory the inside surface of all walls of 
the rooms in which persons are employed, and all the ceilings or tops of such 
rooms (whether such walls, ceilings or tops be plastered or not), and all 
passages and staircases, shall be limewashed completely every 14 months to 
date from the time of last limewashing : 


Provided that the local Government may, by special order, exempt any 
class of factories or parts thereof from the provisions of this rule, when 
they are of opinion that the said provisions are not necessary under clause 
(a4) of section 9, or are, by reason of the special circumstances, inapplicable. 

(2) All beams, rafters, doors and other wood-work in every factory shall, 
if not limewashed as required under rule 30 (1), be painted or varnished 
at least once in five years and shall be kept clean.

61. (1) Posting of Abstracts and Notices.—The abstracts required under 
section 36 of the Act shall at all times be legible. ‘They shall be posted in 
glazed frames or otherwise suitably protected from the effects of the weather 
to the satisfaction of the Inspector. :

75. Notice of Premises ceasing to be occupied as a Factory.— When any

INSPECTORS AND INSPECTION, © 


79. Powers of Inspectors.— An Inspector may, together with such agsis- 
tants, if any, as he may think fit to bring, enter any place within the area 
for which he is appointed, which is, or which he has reason to believe to be, 
used as a factory; and there make such examination of the premises, ways, 
works, machinery and plant, and of all registers or other prescribed records 
as may be necessary for the purposes of the Act’; and he may take on the 
spot or otherwise, such evidence of any persons as he may think necessary 
to examine. 

80. In addition to the powers mentioned in rule 79, an. Inspector may 
subject to such restriction as may be notified by. the local Government 
with regard to him, exercise such other powers as may be necessary for 
carrying out the purposes of the Act. 


81. Obstructing an Inspector.—The manager or occupier of a factory shall 
not obstruct or permit to be obstructed by any person in the factory an 
Inspector in the exercise of his duty, and shall not fail to produce on demand 
by an Inspector any registers or other documents prescribed by these rules 
and shallmot conceal, or prevent or attempt to prevent, any person 
employed in the factory from appearing before, or being examined by, an 
Inspector; and shall not withhold such information as the Inspector may 
require under these rules; provided that no person in any factory shall be 
required to answer any question of, or to give any cvidence to, an Inspector 
tending to criminate himself. 


82. Duties of an Inspector.—'I'he Inspector shall give to the manager or 
occupier of every factory within the local limits for which he is appointed 
such orders as may be required to bring the factory and the persons therein 
employed into complete conformity with the Act and these rules. Such 
orders shall be confirmed in writing. ' 

83. A Register of Factories compiled. from information received on 
Form A shall be maintained by the Chief Inspector of Factories, and an 
extract giving details of factories for each district shall be sent on or before 
the 15th February of each year to the District Magistrate concerned.

84. Every Inspector sabordinate to another Inspector shall furnish the 
latter with all such reports and information as may be necessary to him for 
the proper execution of his duties.
